Ottawa. Feb. 2*. — Legislation 
foreshadowed In the speech from 
the Throne at the opening of the 
INO session of Parliament this 
afternoon follows along the lines 
already Indicated. Possibly the 
moat Important Legislature pro¬ 
posal mentioned In the speech Is 
that respecting the various rail¬ 
way companies comprised In the 
Canadian National system. 

Also the speech stated there would 
"tie legislation “to moke more adequate 
provisions for the needs of the veterans 
of the Orest War and their depend¬ 
ents." and further amendments to the 
elections Act, the Bankruptcy Act and 
the Criminal Code. There was no In¬ 
dication of the nature of the proposed 
amendments. A hill, it waa announced, 
would be introduced to ooneoHdeta 
the Canada Ora In Act.

"While there has been a 
decrease of one-fifth in foreign tariff* 
despite the higher duties of the United 
6 tales." says the Chamber report, 
"tariff* within the Empire hare risen 
an avers;* of two-thirds within a com¬ 
paratively short period.** 

The Chamber points to unlimited 
resources for trade within the Empire 
and says that "what is needed is th<* 
willingness to trade and the constant 
appreciation thpt trade means the ex¬ 
change of both goods and servicea.** 

“The shipowners' solution of Empire 
trade problems Is founded on tbe basis 
of the bread economic interests of all 
parte of the fenplre.” It continues 
"While believing all sound commercial 
lelationa among the states of the Em¬ 
pire must be baaed on a recognition 
of the essential needs and Interests of 
the home population in each case, ws 
deplore obstructions to Empire devel¬ 
opment represented by tariffs so high 
as to damage the very people they are 
designed to protect—so high that they 
raise the general level of coats to the 
consuming public." — 

EMPIRE CONFERENC E 

The Imperial Conference, called to 
assemble September 30 next. Is urged 
to determine the principles which. In 
the general Interest, should govern leg¬ 
islation and practice relating to mer¬ 
chant shipping in the various parts of 
the Empire, having regard to the 
changes which have occurred in the

LESSON FOR BIG CITIES 
NOTHING THAT HAS HAPPENED ON 

* w this continent in years is more interesting or signifi¬ 
cant than what is going on in Chicago to-day. The 
second largest city in the United States has skidded 
into *t| utterly astounding condition.. Its income has 
been cut off. it is upwards of *275,000.000 in debt, 
and it cannot borrow any more, and no permanent 
relief is in sight. On top of this, gang warfare has 
flared up again as of old, and the police seem just as 
powerless as ever in the face of it. 

Dius, Chicago, at last, is gathering the full fruits 
of misrule, k is paying, in a very unpleasant way, 
for the fun of electing officials whose qualifications 
for the jobs they sought were rather less than ade¬ 
quate. Furthermore. the remedies that Chicago is pre¬ 
paring to apply, hint at very disturbing possibilities. 

I o cure her financial ills, a committee of leading 
businessmen is preparing to lend the city money enough 
to keep it going—provided that it can supervise all 
expenditures. To get its-tnme in hand, another group 
of businessmen has organized a sort of vigilance com¬ 
mittee. in thqjjiope that jt can do what the police 
cannot. Both of these steps are necessary. The city 
government has, to a certain extent, broken down. 
Chicago is lucky in possessing public-spirited business¬ 
men who are willing to come to the rescue. 

Ye» ij is not such I Very greaf siep (ram these 
two remedies to a dictatorship by big business. Carry 
the whole thing a‘little further and you would have 
the government of a city taken from the hands of 
the electorate and controlled by the bankers and m- 
dustrialists. 7 o be sure, this will not happen in Chi¬ 
cago. The rescue committees have no such aim in 
mind. Their proposals are emergency measures. But 
an abaolute business dictatorship would fellow very 
easily, if conditions were a little bit worse. 

Take a parallel case from Europe by way of 
example. In Italy some years ago democracy brake 
down. The nation put up with anarchy for months 
—until a group of citizens banded together under 
Mussolini, over-riding constitutional limitations, and 
established a dictatorship which is still in power. 

Now, it would be absurd to say that the same 
thing ia going to take piece in Chicago. But it is 
not at all absurd to say that Chicago has got danger¬ 
ously near the point where such a thing might happen. 

Democracy it safe enough as long as the voters 
stay awake end use their brains. But Chicago's plight 
is a* example of the path, that events will follow 
when the electorate gets careless. It is an object 
lesson for every big city.

FOR BROKERS 
RECOMMENDED 


B.C. Delegate Returns With 
Report of Toronto Con¬ 
ference 

Five recommendations maCe by the 
inter-provincial conference qn broker¬ 
age and exchanges at Toronto have i 
been brought back by H O. Garrett, 
registrar of companies, who attended 
aa the repreaentatlve of Attorney-Oen- 
eral Pooley. 

The conference seat for five days 
with representatives from Alberta. 
Manitoba, Quebec and Saskatchewan iu 
attendance. The following recommen¬ 
dations arose out of the conference: 
THE RECOMMENDATIONS 

1. That the uniform Security Frauds 
Act aa agreed by the conference should 
be in the form hereto attached. 

(For convenience, the Ontario Act 
has been treated as a basis and the j 
amendments suggested refer to this 
act. Each province will have to make 
Its aectlona dovetail Into the legal 
machinery, legal procedure and other 
conditions which are peculiar to Itself 
Iu 'principle, however, the octs wUl be' 
-uniform). 

3. Regulations passed under the pow¬ 
ers of the Security Frauds Act should! 
be, in as far aa possible, uniform and 1 
that the provinces will communicate ! 
with each other with the idea of bring- | 
lng into force certain regulations afiect -1 
ing brokers and exchanges that will 
bring the same trading conditions in 
\oguc in each province. 

8 . Aa some of the provinces have no 
stock exchanges, that the represents -1 
tlvee of each province where then? is 
one or more stock exchanges confer 
with these euhanges with the idea of! 
having them put into force rules for' 
uniform trading. It is suggested that 
in some way the rules of the exchange 
or the regulations of the Security 
Frauds Act should deal with the points I 
set out in the attached memorandum ! 

4. That the Criminal Code be 
»mended as follows:

' »n Indictable offence and liable to > 
seven years* Imprisonment and to a * 
fine who, being an Individual or a 
member, or responsible official of a!

1 
shares of an Incorporated or unincor¬ 
porate company, or undertaking, either 
in Canada or elsewhere, while the re- I 
lnUonshlp of broker for such custom¬ 
ers continues, sells or esuses to beeold 
shires of the same company or under¬ 
taking for his own account or any j 
partnership of which he Is a member 
or responsible official, or for the ac - 1 
count of any corporation In which he 1 
or any member or responsible offlcal 1 
of such patmershlp, or any director, 
officer or responsible official of such! 
corporation Is a shareholder with In-' 
tent to trade against the customers': 
often. 

<b> It shall constitute prims fade; 
evidence of such offence if the amount j 
of ouch shares in the hands of the 
broker or under his control In the' 
ordinary course of business shall at 
any time be reduced below the amount 
of such shares which he should be 
fAftying tnr ail h!t customers. 

The conference felt that *s all pro-[ 
secutlona for major offences nad to be 
made under the Criminal Code and that 
there had been very great difficulty in 
the past in proving bucketing, that it! 
was advisable to suggest to the Min- 
later of Justice at Ottawa that the 
above section be added to the Criminal i 
Code. The Deputy Attomey-Oeneral 
who attended the conference reported 
that It had been very difficult to' 
secure conviction on bucketing charges, 
very few having been convicted In the 
past twenty years. In order to accom¬ 
plish this there should be an addition 
to the Criminal Code, t was thought 
that with the Security Frauds Act In ( 
force in the various provinces, giving 
the Crown an opportunity to lnyeati-| 
gate complaints when made, there 
would be a greater opportunity of get-! 
ting evidence for the laying of charges. 
and their proof m the court*. 

5. That the Dominion Oovernmenl 
be asked to pass the attached draft* 
bill.

ing by F. Z. Cavern Hi, chief 
forester, but .the government ex¬ 
pert frankly voiced the opinion 
that he thought It wovld be folly 
to launch upon an extensive 
scheme to restock the forests of 
the province while the fire prob¬ 
lem wav still unsolved. 

Natural regeneration of the forests 
was the moat effective factor, and last 
year 229.000 acres which were as good 
or better than any that could be 
planted were among the 900,000 acres 
swept by firs. 

Unking the subject of fires with 
reforestation. Mr. Caverhlll pointed out 
there were 2.000 fires last year. Roughly 
272.000,000 feet of timber were de¬ 
stroyed. 107.000,000 of which would 
probably be cut. The forest fire aenrioe 
wav able to confine seventy-fire to 
eighty per cent of the fires to yen 
acres, and the remainder got out of 
control. He was not enthusiastic over 
aeroplanaa In the fire service, as fre¬ 
quently when they were needed most 
the smoke prevented them from op¬ 
erating. A man on a mountain top 
with field flashes could be more ef¬ 
fective, and he would rather see money 
spent in establishing these lookouts 
than in the costly operation of aero-
